It may interest many

iom ething of the compleat operations 
which our 
semi-daily 
mail 
goes 
through in the hands o f ’Uncle Sam’s 
mail clerks, and to gain an idea of 
the memory of these men exercise. 
The cities of New York, New* Or­ 
lean s, St. Louis, Chicago, St. 
aul, 
Seattle, and San Francisco are the 
seven heaviest connecting points for 
railway postoffices in the country, 
and a t Chicago the 
m ost 
mail is 
(transferred. 
The Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee & St. Paul railway 
company’s 
strain No. 4 through La Crosse which 
carries no passengers and is called 
the Fast Mail, handles through mail 
from th e east for 
the 
northw est 
,coast, Alaska and western Canada, 
♦ besides all the evening mail from 
Chicago within a radius of a hun­ 
dred miles. 
This train leaves Chica­ 
go at 9:55 p. rn. and arrives at La 
Crosse about 3:50 a. rn., and in the 
Twin Cities a t 8 a. rn., daily, some­ 
tim es traveling at the rate of sixty- 
five miles per hour. 
Besides the storage cars carrying 
the through mail for these parts, the 
Fast Mall pulls three working ears, 
two for papers, and one for letters. 
Eleven regular men and three help­ 
ers are required out of Chicago. In 
one of the paper cars papers for Wis­ 
consin and North Dakota are sacked 
for the St. Paul connecting trains. 
The other car works th at for Minne­ 
sota, Canadian provinces and western 
d a te s to the north coast. 
Papers and Magazines. 
Hundreds of sacks of papers and 
magazines from the local postoffice 
and other railway postoffices 
are 
loaded on this train at Chicago. They 
are always carried 
in 
padlocked 
pouches, tied in packages. 
Letters 
are sent in from outlying city sta­ 
tions on the pneumatic tube system 
by which compressed air sends this 
first class mail only 
from 
miles 
around to the Union depot station. 
The mail is worked up during this 
long night run for the different rail­ 
way postoffices which will be ready 
to take it farther north and west in 
the morning at the St. Paul Union 
* depot. 
Here the Northern Pacific, 
the Great Northern, and the Soo line 
railways handle it in the same m an­ 
ner. 
Forty carriers in each of the Twin 
Cities’ business districts receive their 
morning mail direct from the Fast 
Mail ready for delivery. 
What Train Carries. 
The Fast Mail carries about 1,000 
sacks and about 100,000 letters ev­ 
ery morning on its trip north, and is 
considered the biggest 
government 
mail in the west. 
The work is not as heavy as that 
of the stevedores loading the freight 
on the two Cunard liners, the Lusi­ 
tania and the M auretania, hut 
the 
hours are nearly as long 
and this 
train m ust also run on time. 
One 
crew makes only one round trip on 
the Mail, and then is off duty six 
days while the other is on. 
, Zip, zip, zip sounds along the car 
as the letters and papers fly into 
the pigeon holes and sacks.
